Three hundred and eleven min- 
isters in the metropolitan area of 
Atlanta Sunday released a strong- 

ly worded mani- 
festo. Agreed 
upon after 
months of study 
and prayer, it 
called upon the 
people and the 
political leader- 
ship of the state 
of Georgia to 
maintain free- 
dom of speech, 
to obey the law, to preserve the 
public school system, to refrain 
from creating hatred between 
races, and to maintain communi- 
cation between them. 


It was, and is, an eloquent 
presentation of Christian faith, 
principles and duty. 


The manifesto suggested three 
practical steps. 


1. It appealed to churches and 
synagogues to encourage and pro- 
mote within their fellowship a 
free and intelligent discussion of 
the issues. 


2. It urged community and 
state leaders to give their best 
creative thought to maintain the 
public schools consistent with the 
law of the land and the rights of 
all citizens. The ministers prop- 
erly decried any proposal to use 
churches as schools to evade the 
court’s decree. 


3. It requested the appoint- 
ment of a citizen’s committee to 
preserve harmony within the 
community. 


The 311 pastors who signed the 
document represented 16 differ- 
ent denominations, large and 
small. 


Law and Duty 


It was not a manifesto “for” 
integration. It was one for law 
and duty. For a long 
time now the issue has not been 
one of being for or against inte- 
gration. For a year now the de- 
cision has been no schools or a 
start at obeying the law. 


The manifesto made plain one 
fact which, to Christian or Jew, 
is inescapable. 


The ministers realized the dif- 
ficulties attendant on obeying the 
law which goes against certain 
geographic traditions of long 
standing. They said, with great 
truth, that man cannot himself 
will to do this. The Christian, or 
Jew, can do this only with the 


help of God. They asked for pray- | 


er and strength to obtain it. 


This is one type of appeal be- 
fore the people of the South. 

There is another—that of ugly 
defiance and violence. 


The more than 300 ministers 
have no ax to grind. They have 
no vested interest in the issue. 
They seek to save education 
and to rally religious integrity. 


Another Type 


There is another type leader- 
ship. Significantly much of it 
comes from the ranks of lawyers 
and political officeholders who 
have a vested financial interest 
in maintaining the status quo. 
Cynical reporters often have 
heard them say, privately, ie 
know the law will prevail in time, 
but I’m not going to let it happen 
‘while I am in office.”

De Gaulle 
Forces Get» 
Large Lead 


Reds Drubbed 
By French Vote

PARIS, Monday (UPI)—Right- 
wing supporters of Premier 
Charles de Gaulle piled up a big 
lead Monday in French national 
elections that sent the Commu- 
nists down to one of their worst 
defeats. 


Mounting returns from Sunday’s 
balloting for the Fifth Republic’s 
first National Assembly showed 
a growing margin for rightist 
parties led by pro-Gaullist Inde- 
pendents and Information Minis- 
ter Jacques Soustelle’s strongly 
Gaullist “Union for the New Re- 
public” (UNR.). 


MENDES-FRANCE LOSES 


Early Monday morning Interior 
Minister Emile Pelletier an- 
nounced that the voting in metro- 
politan France for the 465 seats 
was a victory for men who sup- 
ported De Gaulle and a “crush- 
ing’ defeat for the Reds who 
voted against the Premier’s new 
Constitution two months ago. 


The trend against De Gaulle 
opponents resulted in the defeat 
of former radical Premier Pierre 
Mendes-France, a strong critic of 
the Premier’s Algerian policies. 
Mendes-France was beaten in his 
home district of Louviers by an 
unknown lawyer named Remy 
Montagne, a strong supporter of 
De Gaulle. 


With 40 seats decided, the UNR 
had 8, the Independents 16, Cath- 
olic Popular Republicans 9, So- 
cialists 2, Communists 1, Center 
Leftists 2, Christian Democrats 1 
and Democratic left 1. 


18.9 PCT. FOR REDS 


Final figures announced by the 
Interior Ministry showed that 
20,994,197 of the 27,236,491 eligible 
voters went to the polls, with 20,- 
489,709 votes declared valid, 


The Communists won 3,882,204 
votes, or 18.9 per cent of the 
valid ballots, the UNR 3,603,958, 
the Socialists 3,167,364 and the 
Independents 2,815,176. The re- 
maining votes were split among 
more than a dozen smaller par- 
ties most of them pro - Gaullist 
rightists. 


While the Communists were 
ruming ahead in popular votes, 
they were not building as big a 
margin as they have in past elec- 
tions, when they have won 25 per 
cent of the vote. 
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Dr. Charles H. Gibboney, min- 
ister of the Reid Memorial Pres- 
byterian Church, escorted the 
Eisenhowers to the door of the 
sanctuary. 


“The weather has been so 
good,” commented Dr. Gibboney 
to Mrs. Eisenhower, “‘you must 
have a hard time keeping the 
President at home and off the 
golf course.” 


“I don’t want to keep him off 
the golf course,” the First Lady 
replied with a flashing smile. “‘I 
want him to be there.” 


The President grinned, observed 
that this has been the best stretch 
of weather he has ever encount- 
‘ered in Augusta, shook hands with 
‘the preacher, and turned toward 
their car. 


A crowd of about 200 persons 
across the street applauded as 
the Eisenhowers got into their 
black limousine and were whisked 
away to his golfing retreat and 
another 18-hole round for the 
Chief Executive. 


Dr. Gibboney, incidentally, is a 
golfer, himself.

ONE PROPOSAL 


One of the proposals included in

The manifesto also said, “We 
would voice an emphatic protest 
against any suggestion that church 
property be used as a means of 
circumventing the law of the 
nation...”

BERLIN (UPI) Official 
sources reported Sunday night 
the West is considering an emer- 
gency Big Three conference, per- 
haps in West Berlin itself, in the 
face of increasing Red threats to 
the freedom outpost. 


The Communist East Germans 
stepped up their demands for con- 
trol of the entire city and openly 
threatened for the first time that 
they might try to interfere with 
the Allied air corridor into Ber- 
lin from West Germany. 


For the first time since Soviet 
Premier Nikita S. Khrushchev 
touched off the crisis Nov. 10, 
there was an open act of Com- 
munist violence. Three East Ber- 
lin policemen crossed into the 
western half of the city and tried 
to seize a Columbia Broadcasting 
System TV cameraman, Ernst 
Lechner, a West German. 


Lechner fought them off, but 
they grabbed his camera and tri- 
pod, and took them back into 
Communist territory. Lechner 
said they threatened to shoot him 
and that he had to fight “like a 
wildman’”’ to escape. 


HUMPHREY VISIT BERLIN 


Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey (D- 
Minn.), flew into West Berlin 
from Geneva for a six-hour visit. 
He pledged full American support 
\to West Berlin as a “citadel of 
freedom.” 


West German government 
sources said the United States 
Britain and France were con- 
sidering whether to hold a Big 
Three conference if the imminent 
Soviet handover of Russian occu- 
pation duties to East Germany is 
accompanied by threats to West 
Berlin’s security. 


The sources said the crisis talks 
might be held at the foreign min- 
isters level and possibly in West 
Berlin itself as a demonstration 
of Western determination to stay 
in the city.

After 144 years, the federal govern- 
ment has agreed to pay the Creek Indian 
Nation $3,500,000 for nine million -acres 
of Georgia and Alabama land. 


This land was taken from the Creeks 
in 1814 by a somewhat irregular, if not 
highhanded, condemnation proceeding. 


Now that Uncle Sam has set aside the 
$3,500,000, the battle starts again—over 
the right to a portion. 


Some 7,500 persons can prove Creek 
ancestry. At least 10,000 more insist there 
is a little Creek in their bloodstreams. 

How unfortunate the Creeks! They 
signed away their rights a century end 
a half too soon. 

Nine million acres put in the soil 
bank in 1814, with annual payments de- 
ferred and interest compounded since, 
would have meant wampum enough, no 
matter how the tribe had multiplied.

The overmatched Tulanes trailed 
the No. 1 team by a scant six points 
at that juncture.

_ for 21 points in that period. The public 
address announcer then did the Green- 
ies a grave injustice by announcing 
that lowa had whipped Notre Dame, 
31-21. 


| Coach Paul Dietzel sent his 
Outlar first-string troops back into com- 
bat to score some voles in the football polls. To be precise, LSU 
contributed 35 points during the final period. The White team 
backfield accounted for eicht of the nine teuchdowns, clobbering 
the Greenies, 544. The Go team eked out an 8-4 verdict, and 
the fabled Chinese Bandits were forced to settle for a scoreless 
draw. 


Some 30 minutes after “hostilities” had ended, the press box 
announcer made it official: ‘‘LSU will play in the Sugar Bowl New 
Year's.” This information was as startling as the fact that Ike 
voted Republican on his recent trip to the polls. 


—A One-Way Street to New Orleans 


“Seriously, it wasn’t as cut and dried as it seemed,” LSU 
athletic director Jim Corbett said. “We weren't going to accept 
the invitation unless the boys wanted to play here. 


“I went to the dressing room after the game,”’ Corbett contin- 
ued, “and asked the squad if they wanted to play in the Sugar 
Bowl. Most of them were enthusiastic about it. One boy suggested 
we wait until Monday to vote. But I told them we had to know now. 
So they accepted.” 


Corbett had received feelers from the Orange. Cotton and Gator 
Bowls, in addition to the Sugar. There was, of course, only one 
decision to make. LSU either had to play in the Sugar Bowl, or stay 
at home New Year's. 


The Sugar Bowl committee had no trouble in landing the No. 
1 team. Finding a capable foe poses a problem. North Carolina 
reportedly needed only a victory over Duke to promote an in- 
vitation. But the Blue Devils stuck a 74 prong in Jim Tatum’s 
Tar Heels. 


Now Clemson, which had been going steady with Gator Bowl 
committeemen, is running as an entry with SMU in New Orleans. 
Duke’s decision over North Carolina and TCU’s victory over Rice 
projected Frank Howard's Tigers before the harassed screening 
committee. 


If TCU had been belted out of the Cott-’ Bowl, the Sugar Bowl 
was ready to welcome the Texans or Ta: deels. One source said 
North Carolina would have been the pick, another insisted that 
TCU would have been the choice.

Meanwhile, the Gator Bowl, which has already handed Ole Miss 
an engagement ring, win, lose or draw against State next Saturday, 
was reported ready to sign Clemson as an opponent. According to a 
Jacksonville source, Frank Howard already said that he would like 
to visit the Florida city on Dec. 27 and bring his football team with 
him. 


But after the Sugar Bowl smiled, Coach Howard presumably 
decided to negotiate. The Clemson squire has played in the Orange, 
Cotton and Gator Bowls and he would like to complete the cycle. 


Southern Methodist has attracted considerable support in New 
Orleans. Billy Meek’s Mustangs have lost four games, but they’re 
a colorful outfit featuring Don Meredith. 


A gentleman close to the Sugar Bowl painted this portrait 
Saturday night. He said that SMU is likely to get the nod over 
Clemson, provided the Mustangs knock off TCU next Saturday. 
New Orleans businessmen have nothing against Clemson, but 
they are particularly fond of free-spending Texans. And TV 
sponsors are said to be in favor of a match between LSU and 
SMU. 


If our Sugar Bowl authority had the right dope, Clemson is 
sitting in a hot bow! seat. The Tigers may get a bid to New Orleans;

Out in the land of Chamblee 
where the planes fly low, a 
“Little Hollywood” is set up 
to make movies for national 
and foreign distribution. 


Instead of a rugged, two- 
legged human type villain, the 
movies star a leggy insect or a 
microscopic germ as the cul- 
prit. And the hero or heroine 
usually turns up in a white 
coat, symbol of the government 
health services which use the 
films. 


Little Hollywood officially is 
known as the audio-visual pro- 
duction section of the govern- 
ment’s Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare. 


SPECIALISTS 


Its staff of 42 specialists pro- 
duces training aids for educa- 
tion in public health—motion 


pictures, film strips, black-and- 


white and color slides, book- 
lets—all the audio-visual gear 
that helps the public and pro- 
fessional medical staffs under- 
stand health problems. 


The importance of the unit 
grew out of work that the Com- 
munieable Disease Center did 
in World War Ll. As Kent Lit- 
tig, chief of the audio-visual 
section, explained, the work of 
the center keeps the section in 
operation. ‘“‘The close relation- 
ship between our people and 
the scientists here makes our 
work more significant. Other- 
wise we could send the audio- 
visual work out.” Recently 
completed was a_ series of 
three films about staphylococ- 
cus, a culprit bacteria which 
has become an important dis- 
ease problem.

Is Baby’s Insurance

What is the best insurance a 


‘baby can have for life and

health? 


The answer is almost too sim- 
ple: To be born of a mother 


| who has been well nourished all 
| her life. 


You question that? A recent 
study in Aberdeen, Scotland, of 
the first born babies of 3,500 
Aberdeen women indicated that 
poor nutrition throughout the 
mother’s life increases the 
chances of a premature baby 
five times — and more than 
triples the chance of the baby’s 
death before he is a week old. 


Careful studies here and 


| abroad make it now seem cer- 


tain that one big factor in pre- 
mature births in the poor state 
of the mother’s nutrition and 
health even before she is preg- 
nant. Poor nutrition during 
pregnancy merely makes mat- 
ters worse. 


OLD BELIEF 


The old belief, you may know, 
always has been that no matter 
how poor the mother’s fare, the 
baby does not suffer. If he 
needs calcium, he takes it from 
the mother’s teeth, bones, etc. 
Whatever the unborn baby 
needs, this theory held, he gets. 


Current studies show this sim- 
ply is not true. A Boston study 
showed that when nutrition dur- 


: 


the baby’s. Almost as many ate 
far too little protein. Of the 
common vitamins, many were 
short on riboflavin and C. 


They ate too much, yet they 
were hungry all the time. When 
hungry, they filled up on baked 
goods. A quart of milk a day 
would have added enough cal- 
cium, protein, and riboflavin to 
bring them up to par, and 
fruits and salads would have 
solved their vitamin C, but they 
ate bread and cake and pie be- 
cause that was the eating pat- 
tern of their life. 


CERTAIN FOODS 


The moral? Start your daugh- 
ter (son, too, because in time he 
is the husband and demands 
certain foods) on a good diet 
pattern in adolescence, if not 
sooner. Adolescence is particu- 
larly crucial, Dr. Genevieve 
Stearns, research professor at 
the State University of Iowa 
School of Medicine, contends, 
for if the adolescent girl's diet is 
poor, she does not complete 
building her body until many 
years after growth has stopped.

Brain operations have been done 
for a long time, but new pro- 
cedures and variations on the old 
ones are now being constantly de- 
vised to help the sufferers from 
diseases in that vital structure. 


Now why do surgeons dare to 
do old operations more frequently 
than formerly and to invade the 
realm of the once untouchable 
parts of the body? There are 
many reasons. Much more is 
known about the physiology of the 
body, how it works in its various 
parts and how it reacts to such 
unusual interferences as surgery 
is.
